Notes .— i. Brokens :—Consist of pieces of rice below 3/4th of the size of the full grain and 
including i/Sth of the grain irrespective of oloar and variety. All pieces less than 
l/8th of size of whole grain shall he completely eliminated from rice and, if present, 
•hall be treated as foreign matter. 

2. Red grains .—Grains having more than i/qth the total surface as red. 

3. Foreign mister. —Includes ditt, grit, etrth particles, paddy, barik kinki (grain 
lea* than t/8th in si'ie) and other foodgrains etc. 

4. Discoloured, damaged and chalky grains .—consist of grains having a colour 
different from general colour and shall include pakad, and immature green grams— 
grains having one half or more as chalky to be reckoned as chalky grains. 

5. Pakad grain .—-Yellow or light brown coloured rice milled from old or rain- 
touched paddy 

6. The cut for admixtures or immpurities for part of every one per cent rounded 
off to the first place of the decimal exceeding the tolerance limit shall be in propor¬ 
tion to the actual quantum of such admixture or impurity calculated at the rate 
specified therefor for every one per cent.”
